|Satem* North Caroline. It has certain 
characteristics of a fish pond, in that 
the people of this area wonder around 
| from day to day worrying about where 
their next maal is going to comefrom t 
and other basic necessities denied tkem 
by this greedy capitaUstic system „ 

Most of the people are unemployed 
and being welfare recipiënts have to 
worry a lot aftaiti where their next 
meal is going to come from when their 
Jood stamps rtm out. A lotojf tkem don*t 
even know how io appty for food 
Stamps - PEOPLE STARVE HERE. 
This is direct ly related to the system 
of exptoitatïon that we now live under. 
ïi is related because it is typicat of 
this system that a lot of people should 
go loc hing, while a few have plenty of 
everything t with those in-between re- 
Ceiving a tiny part of that , which is 
rightfuUy theirs , 

Education of the children of ** The 
Pond” is not much ai alt. With the 
school board's netv plan for desegre- 
\gation it is probable that this year 
the re wïll be no education at alt pro- 
vided by the system , Education on how 
to deal with the society is supposed to 
be provided by thegovernment to every 
man t waman and child in the society.

Howsing is anotker area in which the 
people are denied. Mrs „ Louise Ames, 
a 104 year old resident of 44 The Pond** 
has been struggling for alt these years. 
She states that she pays $55.00 a month 
to a slum lord (W.F. Baldwin) for this 
house that doestTi have a bathiub f hot 
water t sufficiënt heaUng or adequate 
wiring for proper lighting; she is tired 
bui she continues to sltuggle, and she 
recognizes the need to change thecon- 
slitution that allows all these injustices 
to be pcrpelrated against her t her 
famity and her people. 

The present system of gove^mmenl 
has failed to provïde the basic fte- 
cessüies for survival - land, bread r 
housing, education t clothing, justice 
and peace. It (the system) has denied 
these necessities to Black people 
throughout Baby Ion. /lnd so we are now 
demanding a change in the system that 
allows these necessities to be denied. 
We are demanding that the constitution 


be rewrittm. because it allows the 
m ijority of the people to be neglected 
and without the basic necessities. We 
are valling for a Constitutional Con¬ 
vention. We recognize that toe need a 
Constitution that gmranlees us our 
most basic human right - the right to 
live. 

We are setting up ConstihUionaL 
Convention Information Centers (like 
the one at Mrs. Ames house) where 
people can come to register for par- 
ticipation in the Plenary Session 
September 5, 6 and 7* t and the acutal 
Convention in November , We are 
gathering together to bring about a 
change, to let the whole world ftnow 
that we are determined to have the 
basic needs for survival - tet it be 
knoum that we tc dll have our basic 
human rights, byany meansnecessary! 
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We pay to live in houses that are 
unfit.

BIC MAN: This press conference is 
to announce a mass demonstration, 
rally that u?e are going to hold on the 
New Haven Green, storting Tuesday, 
Ai^us/ 25 . This is in relationship to 
the ending of the trial of Lonnie Mc - 
Lucas. The trial will end Tuesday, 
August 25, and we* ll hold a mass 
rally and demonstration and a vigïl 
until the jury comes to a verdict. You 
can ask your questions then. We have 
the Minister of Defese, Supreme 
Commander, the leader of our Party 
here. He* ll respond to your gues/tons. 

HUEY: First , Pd like to say ü is 
very important that the community 
comes out and support the rally, be¬ 
cause QTily with the power of the peo¬ 
ple, are we able to achieve justice 
or to receive justice , The only reason 
that the courts made a concession in 
my case, reversed my case, and tet 
me out on bail is because of the 
power of the people . It*s not because 
of the justice of the court. So, we* re 
caliing for the commmity to support 
alt politieel prisoners and prisoners 
of war. A£ this time, the racist , reac- 
tionary govemment is about to commit 
a legal lynching on Lonnie McLucas 
ond the New Haven 9, and toe are 
as hing the e omrmmity to come ancf 
issue a mandate against this. We were 
informed by McLucas that he was of- 
fered a deal by the District A/tomey* 
Whenever there is a serïous case a- 
gainst a person f where there*s really 
substantial evidence, nodeal isoffered. 
McLucas was offered a sentonce of 
15-20 years with a guarantee he uwufd 
he out in 8, They o ff e red him this 
only if he would testify against every¬ 
one else, including our Chairman Bobby 
Seale t Landon Williams and Ericka 
Huggins because these are the people 
they really want—Ericka Huggins, Lan¬ 
don Williams, and the Chairman Bobby 
Seate, So t they*re willing to make any 
sart of deal because they know that 
they don’l have any evidence on any- 
one because everyone is innocent , But 
if they could use that old tactic of 
divide and conqu&r, then they would 
simply try to divide our Party mem- 
bers against each other r and pay them 
o ff, and have a legal lynching based 
upon some testimony coming from one 
of our comrades. But t of course, none 
of the Party members will go for this m 
The only ones who are agent $ will 
go for it, such as Sams who is the 
only murderer and who*s already ac- 
cepted the deal. But we think that what 
hos happened is that the F.B.l. used 
Soms as an agent and Uien dutnped 
him. They have a history of doing 
this and they will do ifagain, ilseems. 

The rally will be ai 20:00 a.m. on 
Tuesday, August 25, and we* re asking 
everyone to stay until the verdict comes 
tn. the jury goes out Tuesday even- 
ing or Wêdnesday moming. We t reask-

ing everyone to stay until the end and 
to mobilize the community against this 
legal lynching. 

We*re very concemed about what*s 
happening now in America as far as 
the persecution of prisoners of war * 
The revolutionary movement is reach- 
ing a very decisive level. We*re de- 
monding that the powers that be in 
this country foltow the Geneva agree- 
ment relating to prisoners of war. 
They have «o right to inflict anypwiïsh- 
ment on a prisoner of war. They are 
required to keep him until we nego- 
tiate for his release, and they have 
no right to brulalize him and they 
surely have no right to murder him. 
If they try to do this, the people can 
prcJy take appropriate actions and tue*re 
convinced that we will only get justice 
when the people start acting in a rev¬ 
olutionary marmer, I think iV s urine ces- 
sary to go into exactly what the tactic $ 
skould be. / tkink our actions should 

speak for themselves. If we 1 re really 
going to take some real revolutionary 
actions we don*t have tv talk about 
them. The Panlhers have a maxim and 
it says: ft To say what I taanf to say, 
1 can r t do what I want to do and to do 
what I want to do tI / can*t say what 
I want to say,” So, ju$t observe my 
actions and you’ll know what I want 
to say* So, we r lt observe this maxim 
and, in the very near future, you 1 il 
see some very revolutionary action. 
But this wilt happen only if we can 
mobilize the community behind its* So 
I emphasize this r not to be redundant, 
but just to impress upon you the ab¬ 
solute necessity to educate the corn - 
micnity. In $püe of the revolutionary 
action we, the vanguard group, take, 
it is stilt necessary to educate the 
community by any means necessary . 
This includes using tactics which may 
appear reformist but which in fact 
are nol. I say they*re not reformist 
because any aefiem taken in the com- 
munity, that won*t impede the future 
revolutionary goal is appropriate ac¬ 
tion- -whether ü is a Medical Pro¬ 
gram or a Child Care Center , orwhat- 
ever. Whatever the community needs , 
we should be there to serve them, 
Serve the people! 

PRESS: What*s go mg to happen if Mc¬ 
Lucas is found guüty? Do you have 
any plans? 

HUEY; First thing, we loant the people 
who are there to issue the mandate 
against this convicUon. We don'l think 
he is going to be convicted because 
there*s no evidence against him, If in- 
justice is done, ive will take measures 
to correct this and instihde justice, re- 


volutionary justice. As I said before, / 
don*t think that it*s necessary todismss 
tactics T especially if these tactics might 
be military tactics , If we have to en- 
gage in military tactics, it won*t be 
for politieel reasons because we’re 
not playing any games, We want our 
comrades free and we voant all polit¬ 
ieel prisoners set free as well as 
prisoners of war. 


PRESS: Would you mswer a question 
I think a lot of White people have 
had? They say that somebody, Alex 
Rackley, kas been shot and they feel 
that there should have been an arï'cst 
of at least someotte incommection with 
the killïng; and a trial. How do you 
feel about that? 


HUEY: In the first place l don T t en- 
dorse the reactionary racist courts. 

I don*t think they should deal with any 
of the people, because they haverTt 
eamed that right. I think that the com¬ 
mxmity should make mies to revolu- 
tionize its judicial System and ftandle 
it$ own pYoblem. The community*spro- 
blem is the judicial system. It is the \ 
judicial system that is the problem, 
not the people, just as the prison pro¬ 
blem is not the prisoner. The real 
problem is the prison auihorities. The 
pris i administration needs to be sep- 
arated and isolated for their racism 
and their reactionary attitudes. Wecon- 
tend that the prisons are not rehabiti- 
tation centers; tkey are concentration 
camps where racism is practiced and 

encoura^ed by the prison administra- / 

/ton, they use the lack of social con- 
scipusness of the prisoners to 
tute this racism so you have race 
wars inside the prisons. I think this 
kind of thing is ending now becaxtse 
prisoners are more and more taking 
action against the real enemy. As far 
as this particular case, where Rackley 
was killed, he certainly should not 
have been killed. He was a member 
of the Black Panther Party in good 
standing, George Sams is guüty of 
murder. S think George Sams should 
be dealt with; he should have to stand 
before a revolutionary court . I don't 
even wish the reactionary racist courts 
upon George Sams. It hasn*t improved 
him. He’s been in om? oui of peniten- 
tiaries all his Ufe, He has spent most 
of his Ufe between ^oin^r to mental 
institution$ and prisons. As far as 
Pm concemed, George Sams is amad- 
mm and true revolutionary justice in 
his case would be putting him in tkera- 
pmtic environment. The only problem 
is that we dm*t have atherapeutic en¬ 
vironment in the wortd today because 
of United States imperialism--bureau¬ 
cratie capitalism at home and im¬ 
perialism abroad , So what we have to 
do is move in such a fashion that 
we'll transform this society end there- 
fore transform the world t and then 
we*U have a society where we cqji 
help midmen and where we could really 
de velap all Imman beings to their high- 
est level.

more Blacks were brought in. No rea- 
son i vos given for such an arrest 
until several days later * They tuere 
taken one at a time for int er ro ga¬ 
lton. The guesïioTLs implied was about 
the kitting of officer Schuil. Looking 
at the actions which look place kere, 
it may seem to some harsh, bul ex- 
pected under the circumstances . This 
is onfy a surface observation. If re- 
viewed from beneath the surface you 
will see the beginning of another con¬ 
spiracy to falsely prosecute Blackpri- 
soners wantonly .

ercion continues. We have no other 
means of defense. Therefore we wil!

you who believe in humanity will add 
your support and showyour concern be- 
fore other Jiues are destroyed. The 
only ihing these fascists will yield to 
is the will of the people P Do not let 
them misuse the power you have vested 
in tkem. We are fmman, and no langer 
the society-made criminals. We're a 
part and extensïon of the struggling .

For ten days we have been held 
incomm unicado. No formol charges have 
been made because first they have to 
set the stage for conspiracy . If they 
are unable to use one of us against 
the other their conspiracy might fait; 
that is, they might not take us to court 
on trwnped-up charges , Bui even if 
that be the case we will still be pro- 
secuted in the follou j manner: 

We will be transferred to a maxi¬ 
mum security prison (San Quentin or 
Folsom) probably to spend more time in 
the hole and once we are there we 
will alivays be the victims of staff ” 
harassment, But the worst of all the 
evils is that when we appear before the 
parole board any consideration for pa- 
role will be judged on the bases of 
our being falsely accused of ftillmg 
a prison guard, Our siiuaUon is des¬ 
perate. We ask the peopte for support 
in the foltowing demands because if 
any are denied, 12 Black people will 
experience another atrocity at the hands 
of racism. 

1) We want to be retumed to the main 
line population from which we were taken 
with a court restriction to remain 
there...or be charged properly $0 that 
we may have everything out in the 
open. 

2) We uxmt any mention of the accu- 
sation removed from our record. We 
will atso support the Chicanos hunger 
strike here in ”0” wing. We wilt 
remain hungry. Liberty, justice and 
the pursuit of happiness is what we 
desire.
